“ If agriculture is to continue as ail inviting field for human 
endeavor its equality with other groups in our business life —its 
returns— cannot be made wholly dependent on chance, luck or the 
freak of weather.” 
Like the newspaper business or any other lint* of work, the 
farmer has received advice in untold quantities. 
Rome has been 
usable. 
Advice, however, is something freely given and noi al­ 
ways used. 
“ From every source— from the banke r to the butcher's clerk 
— unsought advice has come to the farmer as to how he should 
proceed and what is the best .piothod of conducting his business. 
There is an element of humor, as well as tragedy, in these well- 
intended but misdirected efforts.” 
“ Fanning in the middle west has increased in efficiency and 
business management probably as much as any other industry in 
the area. 
Nay, I believe that as a whole the farms of the middle 
west have gone forward with greater progress as to efficiency 
and production than any business or profession carried on in Hie 
same section.”
